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GA PLENARY - CONCLUDES GENERAL DEBATE 

GA OCT. 10 CONCLUDED GENERAL DEBATE ON MAJOR WORLD ISSUES, 
HEARING VIEWS OF IRAN, SWAZILAND, CONGO, BHUTAN AND ALGERIA. 

IN SPECIAL ADDRESS, POLISH PARTY SECRETARY GIEREK CONCEN- 
TRATED ON THEMES OF DETENTE. COOPERATION, AND WORLD PEACE. 
STATEMENTS HAVE BEEN MADE BY 124 DELS, 99 OF WHICH WERE 
DELIVERED BY FONMINS. IN ADDITION, THERE WERE NINE STATEMENTS 
BY LEADERS SPEAKING IN THEIR CAPACITY OF HEADS OF STATE OR GOVT. 

POLAND - IN A SPECIAL ADDRESS, PARTY SECY GIEREK CONCEN- 
TRATED ON THE THEMES OF DETENTE, COOPERATION, AND WORLD 
PEACE. HE WELCOMED THE AMELIORATION OF RELATIONS BETWEEN 
THE US AND THE USSR. CALLING IT A "POSITIVE INFLUENCE ON 
THE WORLD SITUATION." MOREOVER, HE INDICATED THAT HIS CURRENT 
VISIT TO THE US IS A MANIFESTATION OF THIS NEW SPIRIT 
OF DETENTE. IN TAKING NOTE OF THE POSITIVE PROGRESS IN 
THE CSCE TALKS, GIEREK EXPRESSED HIS CONVICTION THAT THE FUTURE 
OF EUROPE LIES IN A SYSTEM OF COLLECTIVE SECURITY IN ORDER 
TO OVERCOME THE PRESENT POLITICAL AND MILITARY DIVISIONS 
ON THE CONTINENT. HE SAID THE PAN-EUROPEAN ORGAN WHICH POLAND 
HOPES WILL BE CREATED BY CSCE COULD BECOME A CENTER OF 
RESEARCH FOR COMMON SOLUTIONS TO COMMON PROBLEMS. GIEREK 
ALSO STATED THAT CONDITIONS ARE NOW CONDUCIVE TO THE CREATION 
OF A BALTIC ZONE OF PEACE, LEADING TO COOPERATION IN SUCH 
FIELDS AS NAVIGATION, FISHING, AND THE JOINT EXPLOITATION 
OF RESOURCES FROM THE SEA. IN DISCUSSING ECONOMIC MATTERS, 
GIEREK STRESSED THAT THE MOST FAVORABLE CHANGE, PARTICULARLY 
FOR THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, WOULD BE THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF AN ECONOMIC SYSTEM WHICH COULD GUARANTEE "EQUITABLE 
EXCHANGES, FREE FROM DISCRIMINATION FOR PRIMARY PRODUCTS AS 
WELL AS THE TECHNOLOGY NECESSARY FOR DEVELOPMENT." (REPEATED 
INFO WARSAW) 

IRAN - IN CONTINUATION OF THE ORCHESTRATED OIL PRODUCERS' 
ATTACKS ON US OIL STATEMENTS. FOREIGN MINISTER KHALATBARI 
CLAIMED THAT THE PRESENT ECONOMIC DISORDER HAS BEEN ATTRI- 
BUTED TO THE INCREASED PRICES FOR OIL, AND HE NOTED THAT 
THERE HAVE EVEN BEEN IMPLIED THREATS OF CUTTING OFF FOOD 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SHIPMENTS TO OIL PRODUCING NATIONS. THE PRESENT DISORDER 
IN THE WORLD ECONOMY, KHALATBARI ASSERTED, IS DUE TO MIS- 
MANAGEMENT IN EUROPE AND AMERICA. OIL PRICES WERE INCREASED 
TO BRING THEM INTO LINE WITH THE INFLATED PRICES OF OTHER 
COMMODITIES. IRAN, HE NOTED, BEGAN INCREASING ITS BILATERAL 
AND MULTILATERAL AID AS SOON AS OIL PRICES WERE READJUSTED. 
KHALATBARI DESCRIBED THE SIXTH SPECIAL SESSION AS THE DAWN 
OF A NEW ERA IN WHICH THE PROBLEMS OF THE WORLD MUST BE 
TACKLED ON THE BASIS OF COOPERATION AND EQUALITY AMONG 
SOVEREIGN STATES. HE OBSERVED THAT THE TOTAL AMOUNT OF IRAN'S 
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FOREIGN AID HAS REACHED $9 BILLION, THE HIGHEST IN THE HISTORY 
OF DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE. HE CALLED ATTENTION TO THE SHAH'S 
PROPOSAL FOR A SPECIAL DEVELOPMENT FUND TO BE JOINTLY 
FINANCED BY OIL-EXPORTING AND INDUSTRIAL COUNTRIES AND 
ADMINISTERED BY A GOVERNING BODY COMPOSED OF OIL-PRO- 
DUCING, INDUSTRIAL AND AID-RECEIVING MEMBERS. KHALAT- 
BARI DESCRIBED AS DOUBLY IMPERATIVE THE CONTROL OF THE PRO- 
LIFERATION OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS, SINCE THE WORLD IS MOVING INTO 
AN ERA WHEN NUCLEAR ENERGY WILL MORE AND MORE REPLACE 
OTHER ENERGY SOURCES. HE REITERATED IRAN'S PROPOSAL FOR A 
NUCLEAR- WEAPON-FREE ZONE IN THE MIDDLE EAST AND URGED THE 
GA TO PASS ON THIS AT THE CURRENT SESSION. IN A DEPARTURE 
FROM THE PRINTED TEXT, KHALATBARI EXPRESSED SURPRISE 
THAT THE REPRESENTATIVE OF IRAQ "LAUNCHED GROUNDLESS 
ACCUSATIONS" AGAINST IRAN AT A TIME WHEN BILATERAL TALKS 
ARE ABOUT TO TAKE PLACE BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES. 

HE NOTED THAT IRAN HAS ALLOCATED MORE THAN $100 MILLION 
TO TAKE CARE OF IRAQI-KURDISH REFUGEES WHO HAVE FLED TO IRAN. 
(REPEATED INFO TEHRAN) 

SWAZILAND - MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE AND HEAD OF DELEGATION 
HLOPHE STATED THAT THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES NEVER BENEFITED 
FROM THE REMARKABLE POST-WAR PROSPERITY OF THE INDUS- 
TRIALIZED WORLD AND HAVE SUFFERED CHRONIC DETERIORATION 
OF THEIR TERMS OF TRADE. HE SAID THAT HE HOPES THAT THE LDC'S 
WILL BE GRANTED IMPORTANT CONCESSIONS TO COMPENSATE FOR 
INCREASING PRICES OF MANUFACTURED GOODS. HLOPHE WELCOMED THE 
INSTALLATION OF THE TRANSITIONAL GOVERNMENT IN MOZAMBIQUE 
AND CALLED FOR UNITY AMONG LIBERATION GROUPS IN ANGOLA. 

HE ALSO STATED THAT THE PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA ARE ENTITLED 
TO SELF-DETERMINATION, INDEPENDENCE AND MAJORITY RULE. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HLOPHE LAID THE PROBLEM OF RHODESIA SQUARELY ON THE DOOR- 
STEP OF THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT. HE ALSO SAID THAT AFRICA 
MUST BE FREE IN ORDER TO UNITE. HLOPHE COMMENDED THE US 
AND THE USSR FOR THEIR MIDDLE EAST PEACE EFFORTS AND LAMENTED 
THE FAILURE OF THE UN TO ENSURE A SECURE EXISTENCE FOR THE 
PEOPLE OF CYPRUS. HE ALSO CALLED FOR NON-INTERFERENCE IN 
THE AFFAIRS OF CAMBODIA AND THE TWO KOREAS. HLOPHE PROPOSED 
THAT THE SECRETARY-GENERAL ESTABLISH A "SPECIAL COMMISSION" 

TO DETERMINE WHAT ARE THE IMPEDIMENTS TO KOREAN REUNIFI- 
CATION AND TO ASCERTAIN WHETHER AN END TO THE UN COMMAND 
MIGHT CAUSE RENEWED HOSTILITIES. HLOPE STRONGLY SUPPORTED 
THE INDIAN OCEAN ZONE OF PEACE AND EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER 
THE MILITARY BUILD-UP THERE BY THE SUPERPOWERS AND NATO 
MEMBERS. (REPEATED INFO MBABANE) 
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A LONG STATEMENT OF CONGRATULATION TO PRESIDENT BOUTEFLIKA, 
GANAO CHARGED THAT "AMERICAN IMPERIALISM" STILL PERSISTS 
IN VIETNAM AND THAT US "ARMY OF AGGRESSION" HAD NOT YET 
LEARNED ITS LESSON. GANAO PREDICTABLY ANNOUNCED SUPPORT FOR 
THE GRUNK AND CALLED FOR THE EXPULSION OF "THE TRAITORS 
TO THE KHMER NATION" FROM THE UN. GANAO ALSO DENOUNCED THE 
"EXTREMELY FEROCIOUS REPRESSIVE MACHINERY" OF THE ROK AND CALLED 
FOR WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS FROM SOUTH KOREA. HE 
SAID THAT "UPROOTED PALESTINIANS" ARE THE CAUSE OF THE MIDDLE 
EAST PROBLEM AND CONDEMNED "ZIONIST AGGRESSION". HE CALLED 
FOR THE PRESERVATION OF CYPRUS AS A SOVEREIGN, INDEPENDENT 
AND UNDIVIDED COUNTRY. GANAO CELEBRATED THE LIBERATION 
OF PORTUGAL FROM "THE YOKE OF FASCISM" AND CHARGED THAT 
NEOCOLONIALISM ENDANGERS THE EVENTUAL INDEPENDENCE OF ANGOLA. 
GANAO CALLED UPON BRITAIN TO ASSUME ITS RESPONSIBILITY IN 
ENDING THE RHODESIAN REBELLION. HE ALSO SAID THAT WHITES 
IN RHODESIA, SOUTH AFRICA AND NAMIBIA SHOULD REALIZE THAT 
THEIR OWN SELF-INTEREST DEMANDS ACCOMMODATION WITH THE BLACK 
MAIORITIES OF THESE COUNTRIES. GANAO ALSO DWELT AT LENGTH 
ON ECONOMIC MATTERS AND CALLED FOR DIALOGUE ON AAN EQUAL 
FOOTING BETWEEN DEVELOPED AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 

BHUTAN - PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE PENJOR TOUCHED ON MANY OF 
THE MAJOR ISSUES BEFORE THE GA, SPEAKING MOSTLY IN BROAD 
GENERALITIES. HE EXPRESSED SATISFACTION OVER IMPROVED 
RELATIONS IN THE SUBCONTINENT AND OBSERVED THAT PAKISTAN 
IS BEING REALISTIC IN RECOGNIZING BANGLADESH. WHILE 
ASSERTING BHUTAN'S STAND IN SUPPORT OF NONPROLIFERATION, 

PENJOR NOTED THAT A DISTINCTION MUST BE MADE BETWEEN THE 
PEACEFUL AND MILITARY USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY. IN THIS CONNECT- 
ION HE SAID THAT BHUTAN IS GRATIFIED THAT INDIA'S NUCLEAR 
EXPLOSION WAS CARRIED OUT FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES. 

ALGERIA - PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE RAHAL, THE LAST SPEAKER 
IN THE GENERAL DEBATE, DELIVERED A FIRM BUT TEMPERATE 
STATEMENT. DEALING AT LENGTH WITH THE ISSUE OF COLONIALISM. 

HE FOCUSED ON THE TERRITORY OF SPANISH SAHARA, STATING THAT 
ALGERIA NOW SUPPORTS THE POSITION OF MOROCCO AND MAURITANIA 
THAT THE QUESTION SHOULD BE PLACED BEFORE THE ICJ. RAHAL 
APPLAUDED THE UNGA INITIATIVES TAKEN AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA 
AND REITERATED SUPPORT FOR A RESOLUTION OF THE PALESTINIAN 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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PROBLEM. ON THE ISSUE OF CYPRUS HE ASKED FOR A SETTLEMENT 
TO INCLUDE THE DISMANTLING OF ALL FOREIGN BASES. (HE DID 
NOT MENTION EITHER CAMBODIA OR KOREA.) TURNING TO ECONOMIC 
MATTERS HE UNDERSCORED THE ACHIEVEMENTS OF THE UNGA SIXTH 
SPECIAL SESSION AND ARGUED THAT INFLATION AND UNDERDEVELOP- 
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MENT ARE THE TWO MOST IMPORTANT FACTORS IN THE PRESENT 
WORLD ECONOMIC CRISIS. (REPEATED INFO ALGIERS) 

- RIGHTS OF REPLY - 

UPON CONCLUSION OF THE GENERAL DEBATE, SEVERAL DELEGATIONS 
MADE BRIEF STATEMENTS EXERCISING THEIR RIGHT OF REPLY. 
AFGHANISTAN, RESPONDING TO PAKISTAN, ASSERTED THAT IT HAS NEVER 
CONSIDERED THE DISPUTED TERRITORY TO BE PART OF PAKISTAN. 
RESPONDING TO COMMENTS BY GUYANA, JAMAICA AND BARBADOS, 
GUATEMALA SAID THAT BELIZE IS PART OF GUATEMALA AND THAT 
THE BRITISH HAD RECOGNIZED THIS FACT AS EARLY AS 1837 
AND SUBSEQUENTLY. MEXICO THEN STATED THAT ITS POSITION 
ON BELIZE IS THE SAME AS IT HAS BEEN IN THE PAST. IRAN 
AND IRAQ EXCHANGED STATEMENTS 
REGARDING IRAQI REFUGEES IN IRAN. 

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE - DEBATE ON APARTHEID 

SPC IN OCT 10 MEETING HEARD STATEMENTS ON SAG APARTHEID 
POLICIES BY ACTING PRESIDENT OF PAC AND REPS OF SWEDEN, 

QATAR, KENYA AND GREECE, IN ADDITION TO BRAZILIAN 

RIGHT OF REPLY. ACTING PAC PRESIDENT LEBALLO SUGGESTED SPECIAL 

COMITE ON APARTHEID BE RENAMED SPECIAL COMITE AGAINST 

APARTHEID, AND SAID LIBERATION MOVEMENTS ARE GENUINE 

SA REPS AND URGED SC TO EXPEL SA FROM UN. HE RECALLED MASSACRES 

OF PATRIOTS, DEMANDED RELEASE OF POLITICAL PRISONERS, 

PAID TRIBUTE TO OGBU (NIGERIA) (EMPHASIZING HIS EXPOSURE OF 
UK, FRANCE, FRG AND US) AND SAID THAT PAC AND PLO DO NOT WISH 
TO EXPEL WHITES OR JEWS WHO ARE PREPARED TO ABIDE BY DEMOCRATIC 
MAJORITY RULE. FOLLOWING ALLUSION TO ARTICLE BY US NAVY 
OFFICER PURPORTEDLY SHOWING US STRATEGIC THINKING LINKING 
SA TO BRAZIL (WHICH DREW BRAZILIAN RIGHT OF REPLY DENYING 
BRAZIL-SA NAVAL ARRANGEMENT) LEBALLO CONCLUDED BY URGING 
UN TO STAND BEHIND PAC IN WAGING GUERRILLA "FIGHT TO 
THE FINISH."

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KENYAN REP ALSO CALLED FOR INSURRECTION IN SA, POINTING OUT 
SUCCESS OF INSURRECTIONS IN GUINEA-BISSAU, ALGERIA, AND 
KENYA DESPITE HEAVY COST. HE SAID PRINCIPAL COLLABORATORS 
WITH SA ARE NINE WESTERN COUNTRIES PLUS JAPAN AND URGED SPC 
TO CONDEMN BOTH SA AND COLLABORATORS INCLUDING SOME 
THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES, ADDING THAT PORTUGAL SHOULD DENY 
SA AIRCRAFT LANDING RIGHTS IN HER COLONIES AND THAT CERTAIN 
MAINLAND LATAM COUNTRIES ARE NOT IN TUNE WITH ANTI-APAR- 
THEID PROGRAM. QATARI AND GREEK REPS STATED THEIR OPPOSITION 
TO APARTHEID, WHILE SWEDISH AMB RYDBECK OUTLINED WHAT SWEDEN 
HAS DONE AGAINST APARTHEID, EMPHASIZING ECONOMIC ASPECTS 
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AND WARNING THAT SANCTIONS AGAINST SOUTHERN RHODESIA WERE 
INEFFECTIVE. (REPEATED INFO PRETORIA, CAPETOWN FOR EMBASSY, 
NAIROBI) 
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COMITE 2 - UNICEF AND UNDP 
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IN OCT 10 COMITE 2 MEETING PHILIPPINE REP INTRODUCED DRAFT 
RES CO-SPONSORED BY CYPRUS, DENMARK, INDIA, INDONESIA, 

JORDAN, SRI LANKA, AND SWEDEN, PROPOSING THAT ALL GOVTS 
INCREASE UNICEF CONTRIBUTIONS. STATEMENTS ON OPERATIONAL 
ASPECTS OF UNDP AND, UNFPA WERE MADE BY REPS OF SRI LANKA, 

IRAQ, TUNISIA, ITALY, ROMANIA, PHILIPPINES, BRAZIL, ISRAEL, 

INDONESIA, BULGARIA, ALGERIA, AND MALAYSIA, AND REPS OF 
CHILE AND BULGARIA EXCHANGED RIGHT OF REPLY STATEMENTS. 

IRAQI REP SAID HIS GOVT WOULD INCREASE UNDP CONTRIBUTION FOR 
THIS YEAR TO $500,000 AND WOULD ALSO INCREASE UNICEF CONTRIBUTION 
FOR NEXT YEAR BY 20 PERCENT, ADDING THAT GOI "VEHEMENTLY" OPPOSES 
UNDP ASSISTANCE TO ISRAEL, SHOSE REP ANNOUNCED LATER 
IN COURSE OF HER STATEMENT THAT ISRAEL WOULD FORGO 
APPLICATION FOR UNDP ASSISTANCE IN 1977-81 SO RESOURCES 
COULD BE ALLOCATED TO LESS ECONOMICALLY ADVANCED. 

BULGARIAN REP CALLED FOR MORE EQUITABLE GEOGRAPHIC 
REPRESENTATION AMONG UNDP EXPERTS, SAYING THAT HIS 
DEL WAS DISSATISFIED WITH PRACTICE OF IGNORING 
EXPERTISE OF SOCIALIST-COUNTRY SPECIALISTS. KOSSEV 
(BULGARIA) ALSO SAID UNDP ASSISTANCE SHOULD NOT GO TO 
COUNTRIES PRACTICING FASCISM, TERRORISM, OR APARTHEID, 

AND THEREFORE SHOULD NOT BE EXTENDED TO CHILE. CHILEAN 
REP RESPONDED IN RIGHT OF REPLY THAT CHILE HAD NOT THOUGH 
TO ASK BULGARIA’S ASSISTANCE, DRAWING REPLY THAT BULGARIA 
DID NOT INTEND TO ASSIST "FASCIST JUNTA" DESPITE 
"EXCELLENT" RELATIONS WITH FORMER CHILEAN GOVT. SEVERAL 
REPS INCLUDING IRAQ, TUNISIA AND ISRAEL SPOKE IN FAVOR 
OF UNDP PROGRAM FOR PROMOTING TECHNICAL COOPERATION AMONG 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. ALGERIAN, BRAZILIAN, AND RUMANIAN 
REPS EXPRESSED DISCONTENT WITH CRITERIA FOR ALLOCATION 
OF DEVELOPMENT RESOURCES, BRAZIL AND ALGERIA SUGGESTING 
THAT RISING PER CAPITA INCOME DOES NOT NECESSARILY INDICATE 
DECLINING NEED FOR DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE.

ITALY, BELGIUM, AUSTRALIA, FRG AND IRELAND EXPRESSED RESERVATIONS 
REGARDING PARA 5B ON REPRESSION AND PUNISHMENT OF APARTHEID, 
WHILE COSTA RICA, GUATEMALA, NICARAGUA AND ITALY EXPRESSED 
RESERVATIONS REGARDING PROVISIONS OF PARA 6 CALLING FOR 
SUPPORT TO VICTIMS OF APARTHEID AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, 

AND TO LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. US HAD RESERVATIONS ON PARA 
5A (URGING STATES RATIFY APARTHEID CONVENTION). 

ON MEXICAN RES WIGGINS SAID US FAVORS STUDY ON MIGRANT 
WORKERS BY SUB-COMMISSION ON PREVENTION OF DISCRIMINATION 
AND PROTECTION OF MINORITIES, AND THAT US POLICY IS HUMANE 
TREATMENT FOR ALL MIGRANT WORKERS, BUT USDEL CONSIDERS 
PARA INVITING ALL STATES TO "EXTEND TO ALL MIGRANT WORKERS 
WHO ENTER THEIR COUNTRIES LEGALLY TREATMENT EQUAL TO 
THAT PROVIDED TO THEIR OWN NATIONS WITH REGARD TO HUMAN 
RIGHTS AND TO PROVISIONS OF THEIR LABOR LEGISLATION APPLICABLE 
TO SUCH MIGRANT WORKERS" TOO BROAD AND IMPRECISE. US DEL

SHORTLY AFTER INTRODUCTION. FRENCH TRIED TO INVOKE 24- 
HOUR RULE, BUT CHAIRMAN CALLED FOR VOTE ON MAURITANIAN

FOR A.M. OCT. 1 1 . COMITE GRANTED REQUEST FOR HEARING ON RHODESIA

PAIGC REP DURATE DESCRIBED CONFRONTATION IN CAPE VERDE 
ISLANDS AND CHARGED THAT PORTUGUESE WERE SETTING UP PUPPET 
POLITICAL PARTIES. HE SAID PEOPLE OF CAPE VERDE 

WANTED TOTAL INDEPENDENCE SOON AND UNION WITH GUINEA BISSAU, AND 
HE SUGGESTED SENDING SPECIAL UN MISSION TO CAPE VERDE. 

ROMANIAN REP ENCOURAGED LIBERZTION MOVEMENTS TO PARTICIPATE

IN GOOD, BALANCED SPEECH, PROPOSED: 1) CONFERENCE OF LIBERATION
